Chosen by the Nobility as their leader 
for the coming year to guide the destinies 
of this great organization of men, Illustri- 
ous Noble Riddell in a message to the 
Nobility, feels his great responsibilities 
and assures them of his eagerness to carry 
on in the footsteps of his predecessors who 
put Aleppo Temple at the top of fraternal 
organizations in this locality.

Co. and served as a Director of this Com- 
pany as well as a director of the Federal 
Mutual Liability Ins. Co. and was Assist- 
Infantry and resumed his former business 
association. On August 1, 1924, the com- 
pany established its New England De- 
partment and Mr. Riddell was transferred 
to Boston as Associate Manager to become 
Resident Secretary in 1929 and Vice- 
President and Manager on March 1, 1930, 
in which capacity he served until his re- 
tirement in 1944. 

Before his retirement, Illustrious Po- 
tentate Riddell was Vice-Preisdent and 
New England Manager of the Lumber- 
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ant Secretary of the Glen Cove Mutual 
Ins. Co. — all associate companies under 
the management of James S. Kemper. 

Illustrious Noble Riddell was raised in 
North Shore Lodge No. 937 A.F. & A.M.

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YOU ARE A 
POTENTATE’S REPRESENTATIVE 


| OST of us Nobles have a rather hazy 
idea as to the function and duties of a 
Potentate's Representative. We know 
they are a good bunch of fellows, but if 
anyone is asked to define their job fully, 
some would hem and haw and try to 
change the subject. Below is a definition 
of a Potentate's Representative. We pub- 
lish it here in full not only because it is in- 
structive to us Nobles, but also because it 
can serve as a guide for the duly chosen 
Representatives and help to serve Aleppo 
with greater efficiency and co-operation. 
1. A Potentate's Representative should 
be a leader among men and a respected 
citizen of his community. 
2. Heshould keep in touch with Temple 


affairs so that at all times he is in a position. 


to know its problems. 

3. Heshould represent the Potentate in 
his city or town in all matters concerning 
the welfare of his Temple. 

4. He should call on the sick, convey 
the well wishes of the Temple for their 
speedy recovery and notify the Recorder 
of any serious or lingering illness. 

5. He should call at the home of mem- 
bers who have been summoned by the 
Black Camel and convey the sympathy of 
the Potentate and the Temple to the be- 
reaved family. 

6. He should notify the  Recorder's 
Office immediately by phone or wire of the 
death of any member in his territory so 
that proper duties on our part may be 
completed. 

7. He should be the one man to whom 
all Nobles in that territory, city or town, 
could go to for advice regarding anything 
in connection with 'Temple affairs. 

8. He should be on the alert for promis- 
ing new members as candidates for our 
ceremonials, combing the list of newly 


made Knight Templar or Scottish Rite 
Masons in his territory for that purpose. 

9. He should be watchful at all times 
for children under 14 years of age who are 
crippled and get the details and financial 
conditions of the cases. Follow them 
through to an entrance to the Shrine Hos- 
pital that their defects may be corrected or 
helped. 

While these qualifications and duties are 
the particular concern of our Representa- 
tives, every Noble of Aleppo is expected to 
cooperate along the same lines to the best 
of his ability. That's what makes Shrine- 
dom grow in spirit and in truth. It helps 
us to hold our membership; it works won- 
ders in fitting new fezzes onto eligible 
Masonic heads.

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THE GRAND COMMANDER Y 
KNIGHTS TEMPLARS 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 
By NoBLE GEORGE A. WEEKS 
Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
“A MERICAN youth returning to the 

pursuit of education after the war 
years, and the provision for assisting vet- 
erans from government funds, has focused 
the attention of the public upon the 
Knights Templars Educational Founda- 
tion which now ranks as a pioneer and 
probably the most outstanding of such 
Foundations in this country. 

This Fund was established for the 
avowed purpose of “providing educational 
advantages for the youth of our beloved 
country, thereby enabling them to become 
more useful members of society and better 
citizens of this Republic.” 

The original capital of the Trust Fund 
was created at the 1922 Triennial Con- 
clave of the Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templars by a transfer of 
$100,000.00 from their Permanent Fund as 
an endowment and augmented by the as- 
sessment of $1.00 on each member of the 
Order for a period of nine years. The pres- 
ent capital exceeds $5,000,000.00, and the 
amount under control of our Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island as of December 31, 1945, is 
$244,666.85. The Funds allocated to each 
Grand Commandery, for the grant of stu- 
dent loans, are administered independ- 
ently by each Grand Commandery through 
their delegated Committees. It is a Re- 
volving Fund and with repayments return- 
ing to the Treasury; its permanence is 
assured. 

As of December 31, 1945, the Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island Committee has 
aided 1,750 voung people by loaning them 
$532,042.00. 1,565 students have repaid 
$438,200.00 in loans. Today, we have ap- 
proximately $180,000.00 available for loan- 
ing. Its purpose is to assist deserving stu- 
dents, who having completed their Sopho- 
more year would be compelled, because of 
lack of funds, to discontinue further edu- 
cational effort and who, through the

$5.00 monthly for the first year after date 
of graduation, $10.00 monthly for the sec- 
ond year, $15.00 monthly for the third 
year, and $20.00 monthly for the fourth 
year.
